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DETAILED ACTION 

Terminal Disclaimer 

1 . The terminal disclaimer filed on 4/4/2005 disclaiming the terminal portion of any 
patent granted on this application which would extend beyond the expiration date of US 
6,828,395 has been reviewed and is accepted. The terminal disclaimer has been 
recorded. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. Claims 1-5, 9, 18-25, 26-31, 33-36 and 40 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) 
as being anticipated by Loveday et al. (US 6,274,684) for the reasons set forth in item 3 
of the Office action mailed 3/21/2005. 

Applicant's arguments filed 4/4/2005 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Applicants remarks are limited to a statement of disagreement that 
hydrogen is within the scope of "control agent." However, as previously discussed, any 
additional component added to the reactor which has any measurable effect on the 
concept of "polymerization productivity" meets the claims. Hydrogen has a dramatic 
effect on the nature of the process and product, and therefore is within the scope of 
"control agent." 
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3. Claims 1-5, 9-13, 15-21, 24, 27-29, 32-35 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as 
being anticipated by Mink et al. (US 5,525,678) for the reasons set forth in item 4 of the 
Office action mailed 3/21/2005. 

Applicant's arguments filed 4/4/2005 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Applicants remarks are limited to a statement of disagreement that 
hydrogen is within the scope of "control agent."
